OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


Amid the vast drain upon the resources of the country that we are 
experiencing, our schools should be the last interest to suffer. If there 
be a last ditch that we must defend in the struggle for national existence 
and the institutions we have inherited, it is the common school. 

No retrenchment therefore in this quarter should be allowed or thought _ 
of. No abatement of interest or effort, for their improvement. 

Some of the schools the past year have been shortened, in consequence 
of the exaltation of prices. Two districts, however, have voluntarily 
raised money among themselves, for the extension of their schools to, and 
_even beyond the usual length. This course strikes me very favorably, 
in cases where a district is so fortunate as to obtain a successful and 
competent teacher. 

A gentleman from abroad, the past season, expressed an interest in our 
schools, and a desire to visit them. ‘There happened to be but one in 
operation at the time, and that in a house of such a description that I 
felt ashamed to take him to it, and forebore to extend an invitation. 
Several school houses of the same class yet remain in town, and the 
districts in which they exist must expect to be thorned occasionally, until 
they are replaced by new ones. 

There is a want of uniformity in our schools in the text books upon 
Grammar and Arithmetic. Weld & Quackenbos’s Grammar is the one 
preferred. Ihave lately examined Katon’s series of Arithmetics, and 
think them superior to those now in use. They have been adopted in 
Plymouth, and I recommend their introduction here. 

I again urge the importance of care in the selection of teachers. If 
possible, get teachers of character and experience ; those who can con- 
trol a school, and get work out of their pupils. 

The schools of the town, the past year, have been in the main:successful. 
Several of the teachers have had little or no experience, and some 
proved rather deficient in knowledge of common school studies. These 
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would do well to perfect themselves in these branches, if they would 
become expert in their vocation. 

The school in Dist. No. 1 was taught by Miss A. E. Smith. She 
failed to control some of the boys, who did themselves no credit by their 
behavior. Her success therefore was only tolerable. Some of the schol- 
ars made very good progress. 

Dist. No. 2. The summer term, taught by Miss Ellen 8. Hardy. A 
quiet, pleasant school. Im addition to their other studies, some of the 
scholars exhibited some very good specimens of drawing. In winter the 
larger scholars were taught by Miss Lucy Hardy. The school was 
characterized by good order and thorough instruction. The Primary 
department was in charge of Miss Sarah Fellows. A well conducted and 
orderly school. So satisfactory an examination has not been witnessed in 
this district for many terms, as was had in these schools. They were 
continued six weeks, by subscription in the district after the public money | 
was expended. 

Dist. No.3. Summer term taught by Miss E. Langdon, an experienced 
and successful teacher; rigid in discipline and exacting effort from her 
pupils. Her instruction was thorough, and the school appeared to have 
made good progress at the close. 

The Winter term was in charge of Mr. I. 8. Dinsmoor. The school 
was well managed and orderly. A good degree of interest was manifested 
by the scholars, and the school was considered a profitable one. Length- 
ened out five weeks by subscription. 

Dist. No.4. Summer term taught by Miss L. M. McIntire. A good 
deal of energy was manifested by this teacher. Appeared too much 
confined to her text booksin recitation. air progress in study appeared 
to have been made. The winter school wasin charge of Mr. F. I. Huckins, 
Met with fair success. School was orderly and made progress. 

Dist. No. 5. Miss EX. Green teacher. School very small. Hardly 
pupils enough to call out the capabilities of the teacher. The school 
appeared well and gave good satisfaction. __ 

Dist. No. 6. Summer school taught by Miss L. I. Becsiah: Appeared 
very well at examination. Some of the boys perhaps not made to work 
quite hard enough. Teacher well qualified. Winter term. Miss Mary 
Morrill teacher. A well conducted and profitable school. 

Dist. No. 7. Both terms taught by Miss S. E. Smith. The scholars 
appeared industrious and well-behaved. Good progress made in study. 

Dist. No. 8. The summer term was taught by Miss M. I. Curtice, a 
previous teacher in the same school. She continued to give very good 
satisfaction. The school appeared well and made good progress. 

Winter term. Mr. Dexter Sanborn teacher. Was favorably impressed 
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with the appearance of the school. Good order and thorough instruction 
characterized it. 

Dist. No. 9. The summer.term was taught by Miss Martha Cummings» 
a laborious and thorough teacher. Good diseipling was maintained, and 
the examination was satisfactory at the close. 

The winter school was in charge of Miss Grace 8. Robie. The general 
appearance of the school was good. Some mistakes were noticed at the 
examination, but the teacher has time to perféct herself. 

Dist. No.11. Summer term taught by Miss Sarah E. Willoughby. 
This teacher labored under the disadvantage of teaching in her own 
neighborhood, and on this account perhaps was unable to secure so good 
progress as she might under other circumstances. In other respects the 
school appeared very well. 

The winter school was taught by Miss Nellie G. Blake, an active and 
enterprising young teacher. The school was well managed, and its 
appearance creditable to teacher and scholars. 

Dist. No. 12. Misg Fanny Littlefield teacher. Met with good success. 
Owing to ill health, perhaps, failed somewhat in controlling the boys in 
the latter part of the winter term; nevertheless, all seemed interested in 
their studies and made good progress. The appearance at examination 
was very satisfactory. 

Dist. No. 13. Miss Juliette Plumer taught here in summer with good 
success. ‘The scholars made good improvement. In winter Miss Mary E. 
Stickney had the school in charge. It appeared to be well masini and 
improving, at the time it was visited. 

Dist. No. 14.° The teacher here is Miss Harriet Pike, ie he and 
successful in her vocation. Examination not yet had.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE CEMETERY. 


It is with regret that I have to again call the attention of the town to 
the subject of fires in the Cemetery. There have been several made 
during the past year for the purpose of melting material for cementing 
stones in their sockets. One quite large, and burned a large place on the 
ground and scorched the pine trees, and it was very strange it did not 
extend and do great damage, as it was done during the extreme dry 
weather last summer. I would earnestly recommend some very stringent 
By-Laws in regard to carrying fire into the Cemetery, except in some 
secure furnace or other vessel, and in no case to allow any to be made on 
the ground under heavy penalties. 

It is with very unpleasant feelings that I have to report that many 
citizens and strangers are in the habit of visiting the Cemetery and 
breaking off the most beautiful shrubs and flowers which have been 
cultivated to ornament and beautify the final resting-place of our dear 
departed friends and loved ones. I would respectfully request all who 
have been in the habit of this practice, to abstain from it in future, as it is 
in strict violation of the By-Laws and regulations of the Cemetery. I can 
not think there is any citizen who is so devoid of good feelings and respect 
for the sacred spot we have selected for the final resting-place of our 
departed friends, as would wish to do any thing that would mar the beauty 
of the grounds or injure the feelings of any one who has tried to beautify 
this sacred spot. 

It is very gratifying to me to observe the improyements that many have 
made on their lots, and hope that all who Have purchased lots will 
improve them, not only to please their own good tastes, but to make them 
-an,.ornament to the Cemetery. I would recommend to all who do not 
wish to do any thing more on their lots, to cause them to be mowed and 
raked over by the first of July each year, and all that is so collected from 
their.lots to be removed from the limits of the Cemetery. A little labor 
laid out on each lot yearly will add greatly to the beauty of the grounds. 

I would again call the attention of those who own lots to the subject of 
removing the surplus trees on their lots. It can better be done now than 
when they are large, and I think it would add much to their beauty. I 
have, during the past year, graded the avenues on the north-east quarter 
of the Cemetery, and cut off most of the surplus trees_on unsold lots 
which much improve the general appearance of the grounds; and I hope 
there will soon be funds sufficient to grade the south-west quarter. 

I would call the attention of all persons who visit the Cemetery (and 
- boys in particular), to be very careful and not injure the water pipe at 
the basin. It was injured last year by some one so that it will have to 
be repaired before the water islet into the basin this spring. The ex- 
penditure and receipts during the past year will appear in the following
